CONGRESSIONAL POLITICS 
The senate acted with good sense -and 
dispatch In reporting lor floor action a uni- 
versal military service bill that reriecta the 
competent testimony Jt heard on all sides 
of the Issue. The rtfeasure Includes a draft 
of 18-year-olds ilncjer certain reasonable 
restrictions. ^ r 

Ae much can't be said for the house. The 
lower chamber ha.s ILstcncd to the same ex- 
pert testimony given the senate tind has had 
the same chance to weigh It carefully and 
devise a sound bill. But thus far- It hasn't 
come up with anything. On the contrary. 
It appears bent on concocting excuses tor 
delay. 

Some lawmakers aze demanding that the 
house -wait until the troops- for- Europe con- 
troversy Is settled. These men apparently 
are hoping we somehow will be able to get 
by with a Binall total of ground forces, In 
aplte of all the firm statements of our gen- 
erals that this Is 8 dangerous course. 

Would a major city that desperately needed 
to expand Its police force put off doing It 
until a decision was mode whether to send 
port of the existing Inadequate force out to 
protect a suburb? It's hardly likely, since the 
basic need for more men Is clear even If the 
preserit force is kept a! home. 

Some members of the house armed services 
committee are looking for comfort in the 
army's announced Intent to avoid calling up 
more natlonnJ guardsmen and reservists, and 
to release those now on duty after two years* 
service. 

If the army can do this, say these men, 
then why do they need la-year-olds? 

The legislators who raise that question 
must not listen carefully In commltee hear- 
ing, and they certainly don't read their news- 
papers closely. 

In the first place, the Idea of universal 
military service Is to create a huge pool of 
trained military manpower for use In event 
of a major war. The existing backlog of 
Kuardsmen and reservlata does not constitute 
such a pool, WBther these men are on active 
duty or not. There Just aren't enough of 
tiiem, so It's beside the point to say that 
they're not being used. 

Secondly, the reservists and a good share 
of the guardsmen are veterans. They have 
answered one call and In a very real sense 
it Is an iniuatice that tiiae men should have 
to be summoned a second time. Had we had 
a good universal service program when the 
Korean war broke out, they could have stayed 
at their civilian Jobs. Does anyone question 
their right to a personal future after having 
once served? 

What congressmen are actually saying 
when they question the need lor an 18-year- 
old call-up Is that theyYe content to let 
veteranB bear the burden another time, 
rather than endure a little political pain. 
And in this light their concern lor "our boys" 
doesnt ring vejy true. 

What Is the use of presenting able testi- 
mony to these lawmokera If they are deter- 
mined to Ignore It and Instead, as one col- 
umnist put It, to "recruit prejudices" In sup- 
port of their preconceived opinions? 

Lawmaking In a critical time requires men 
to rise above ordinary levels. It calls for fair- 
mindedness, lor a sober sense of duty, and 
for backbone. House members now delaying 
ihe draft bill could display a little more 
these qualities.

■WA8HINOTON, March ! m—A 
"rebellious" marine corporal who 
wrote that he and his Irlcnds can 
me "no cause to IlBhl" In Korea haa 
been told by Seerfiiry ol 6talo 
■Acheson - that the slruKfflc eBainat 
red aserewlon is an ntlpmpt to 
prevent World war III. 

Achcson'a letter win itltnscd by 
the Btatca department as part ot one 
of the most extrnordlnnry cxcliansea 
ot correspcnclencc In which the sec- 
retary ol stale ever has been In- 
volved, 

Achcsnn rccoBtiiicd the younfi men 
of the nation arc "denied the natural 
development o( their lives" and arc 
undersolnB ivn "aRony ot (pint." But 
he snld this Is due to the fact that 
"some dt!tant and shadowy IliturM 
In the Kremlin, controlllnB mllllotw 
of people (ar Irom them, are eet- 
tlnii out to make Impossible" tho 
kind ol llto AnierlMns had "o 
riBhl and hope" to live. 

Appeals for Filth 

Tho secretary of state appealed lor 
ft strong Inlth on the part ot Amerl' 
can yoimg people. 

Tho corrc-^pondencs bcKan wher 
31-yenr-old Cpl. John B. Moullette 
Camp Pendleton, Calif,, wrote hh 
father a bitter letter last Jan. lH ex- 
presslnK the belief that the Ameri- 
can people are "fed up nlth the ad- 
ministration and Its lorelan policy." 

Tho father, Clarence E. Moullette, 
an assistant to the mayor ol Camden, 
N. J., forwarded his ton'« letter to 
Aeheson with a request for help In 
ariswerlni It. Aeheson aent his r< 
Bponse Feb. 33 and the father hi 
forwarded It to hli son. 

Son Warned 

The elder Moullette, who Is coi 
cemed with Camden's civil defense 
work, said that b.s long aso as &ep. 
tembcr, liHB, he had warned his sor 
not to "put too much stock In hli 
luturo" because he was sure wai 
would break out somewhere within 
A year. The young man was a marine 
corps reservist at Chat time and went 
back Into the marine corps later. 

John, Moullette had written his 
father a' sweeping Indictment of the 
major lines of President Truman' 
and Acheson'i foreign policies an' 
had'ended his letter: 

"I may be a rebel but these nr 
my ma thoughla and convictions.
